NEED OF REFERRING 


PROVISIONS TO CONGRESS 


Executive May Not Be Able 
To Accept a Policy Requir- 
ing Plan of Even Limited 


Permanent Occupation 
Without the Consent 


of Congress 


Washington, Oct. 6—The American 


answer to the French riote, \vhich is 
the pending phase of the Chinese ne- 
gotiations to be disposed of, has been 
pretty well defined, although it will re- 
main for the return of the president 
and a meeting of the cabinet to give 
the answer formal deflnitness. 


Already, however, intimations have 


conveyed to some of the foreign rep- 
resentatives that this government may 
not be able to concur in the intwdic- 
tion of the imports of arms into China, 
and also there may be serious consti- 
tutional reasons requiring at least two 
of the French proposals to be submit- 
ted to the American conferess before 
they can be acted upon affirmatively. 


These two latter propositions relate 


to the establishment of a permanent 
legation guard at" Pekin and the per- 
manent maintenance of a linte of com- 
munication from Pekin to the sea. 


T-he permanency of these plans ap- 


pears to involve the possibility of ter- 
ritorial occupation, though of a limited 
character, both at Pekin and along the 
road from Pekin to the sea, and it is 
understood that even if these moves 
be regarded favorably by the executive 
branch, there would be constitutional 
reason's making it desirable to submit 
them to congress. 


This idea has been put forward only 


in a tentative way, indicating to the 
foreign representatives some questions 
which will have to be takeninto ac- 
count in giving an answer to the 
French note. 


The document is not regarded, how- 


ever, one which must be accepted or 
rejected as a whole. Tha efforts of M. 
Delcasse to secure a basis of settlement 
are fully appreciated by the officials 
here, and this view will doubtless find 
expression in the American answer.

NORMAL SCHOOL IMPROVED 


SUCMBI of the New Policy of Putting 


Them Above High Schools 


The Boston correspondent 
of the 


BpriU£&ulil Republican vtiites: 


"Secretary Hill of the state board of 


education is much pleased over the 
continued increase in the attendance 
of the state normal schools because to 
him it seems to be a complete justi- 
fication of the radical departure which 
he made five years ago in his ePfbrr 
to improve the quality of the teach- 
ing force in the public schools. It will 
be remembered that the step ivas then 
taken of putting the normal schools a 
distinct grade above the high schools. 
Before that time it had been permitted 
10 graduates of grammai schools to 
enter the normal schools upon gradua- 
tion, but the new requirements obliged 
applicants for admission to the normal 
schools to have had the equivalent of a 
high school aducation. No other state 
in the union had such a system, and 
it -was feared by some that applicat'on 
for admission would fall off and the 
supply of teachers would decline. 


But Just the reverse of this Has hap- 


pened. Under the new policy the num- 
ber of admissions is 60 per cent great- 
er than under the former policy show- 
ing that the men and women who have ] 
to teach for a profession appreciate | 
the higher professional training which 
the state schools afford. The secretar; 
says that only a small part of the in- 
crease can be attributed to the new 
normal schools which were established , 
in 1894. Those new schools are gaining 
in atttendance, but the 
older 
ones 


maintain their numbers also, showing 
that the growing educational needs of 
i 


the state require the new schools. The 
old schools never had a bettor attend- 
ance than now. The attendance fh all 
of the normal schools of the state to- 
day is 1637, which ig larger than ever 
before, and it is rising yearly. The 
six older schools, including the normal 
art school, have an attendance of 1259, | 
and the four new schools have 378. 


At the recent June and September 


examinations there were 913 persons 
examined for admission to the normal 
schools of whom 78 took only the pre- 
liminary examination. Of the 835 re- 
maining, 700 were admitted to the en- 
tering) classes, 70 were admitted to ad- 
vanced" or spe^jal studies, and 65 were 
rejected. These figures do not include 
the normal art school, whose number 
is assumed, to be the same as a year 
ag-o. 
Late axaminations are takin:; 


place for admission to all the schools, 
and it is believed that the total admis- 
sions thts year will exceed SOO, or a 
larger number than ever before in the 
history of the schools.

Foreigners and Frenchmen aliko wera 
waiting until they could be sure of all 
the promLsetl magnificence. Then June, 
tlio rich man's month, when money 
ehould bo as common aa roses, passed 
v/Ith half filled hotels. 
Tue English 


were evidently occupied -with their own 
| affairs, and they have continued so 


until now. Resorts like Pontresina, In 
the Engadlne, which are especially fa- 
vored .by Britons uneasy to step off 
their Island, have had a meager year. 
'Xhe boycotting of Paras, because the 
French press paid back: with B cerium 
the English Dreyfuslsm of a year be- 
fore, IB not needed as aa explanation 
of the absence of wealthy English vis- 
itors. Even Americana were In less 
number than had been expected,' but 
tills was attributed to the scare of high 
prices started with more or less ioun- 
dation in fact. And Augnst was only 
more dead than July for all those who 
proposed to make money from their 
Paris hospitality. 


Not that the attendance of the expo- 


eltlon has been less than was expected, 
| at least by sober minds. This has been 
steadily greater than at any previous 
Paris show of the kind, but it has not 
profited the sellers of high priced food 
and lodgings.

crowd from the start The admission,

In 1889 they were no 
time lower than 12; in 1878 they re- 
mained above par. 
On-Sundays and 


holidays all Paris, from Bohemian 


I Montmartre to working Montrouge, 


came out to'see Its fair. .These visitors 
brought their eating with them. 
At 


most they bought the national bottle of 
red wine—a few more sous added to 
•heir entrance money—and they looked 
on from the outside only at the parades 
of the various shows of the Rue de 
Paris or In rare Instances ventured to 
pay tbe price of some of the cheaper 
and more elementary 
amusements. 


Meanwhile toreign visitors have been, 
in proportions beyond all expectation, 
those Germans of the middle class who 
have learned the secret of plain living 
while doing apparently a deal ot high 
thinking as they go about the exhibi- 
tion, catalogue in hand, with a painful 
thoronghness. They scent out infalli- 
bly the cheaper places where they can 


j obtain their necessary modicum of 


comfort. With the vacation season the 
provincial families of France appeared 


! like a flight of passenger pigeons. They 
j are no more money spending on thalr 
' travels than Germans and Dutch. 


Of the 
money throwing nations 


there have not been enough Russians 
to make the year fat, and there have 
been far too many Cook's trippers and 
others more or less personally conduct- 
ed among Americans and English to 
furnish a public for the expensive res- 
taurants of the exposition. These are 
800 in 1900 where 30 were sufficient in 
1889. 
There is an equal plethora of 


amusements, widely scattered, often 
Childish or of limited interest, even to 
the French, as where Montmartre per- 
suaded ,itself that its- topical singers 
were of some interest to the rest of the 
world. Add to this that inside the ex- 
position grnnnd? all concessions have 
been sold it the very highest prices, 
based on the maximum possible num- 
ber of. visitors and motley spending. 
Outside renta have gone up, and there 
has been the same. multiplication be- 
yond measure of places for eating and 
drinking and sleeping, as if all tha 
world from Spitsbergen to Cape Horn 
were Betting' out for Paris. 


If there Is an under current of feel- 


ing that Great Britain-and the United 
States have not been completely rep- 
resented, the radical fault should be 
brought home to tine lack of patriotic 
enthusiasm, union and collective or- 
ganization among the national pro- 
ducers themselves. Notably in the 
'American section, with all its serious 
gaps and la spite of a mediocre filling 
in with shop articles, there has been a 
real success of many Individual ex- 
Blblta, which cannot bat have far- 
reaching results In our national com- 
merce. If some of our most creditable 
products are quite wanting, It Ss main- 
ly because separate industries '>vith us 
•o not constitute a collectivity capa- 
ble' of uniting for a common end, as la 
(be case IB Germany. And then, in the 
United States there Is no one to signify 
|o recalcitrant parties the Imperative 
inquest of "superior authority," as In 
fbe empire of tbe kalserv

ionist and a republican It Is my de- 
sire to see Senator' Tolin&n rebuked 
for his persistent antagonism to all 
measures that have been favorable to 
worklngmen. I have been a member 
of the local C. L. TJ. legislative com- 
mittee for several terms, and in that 
capacity have watched Senator Tol- 
man's career with more than ordinary 
Interest. There has never been a bill 
advanced by labor Interests that he 
has not opposed. The records prove 
this, despite his protestations. 
And 


how could he do otherwise; no man 
ever went to tne state legislature who 
owed so much to the corporate Influ- 
ences.

Bat I also understand that, 
although the Willlamstown delegates 
are opposed to his renomination, they 
will vote for him In convention In 
order to leave a clear field for their 
candidate next year. 


At this, point, there are a few per- 


tinent questions I wish to ask. Do 
those WHliamstown people think for 
a single moment that the local trades- 
unionists are not watching the politi- 
cal deals?

of Sept. 1: "The people are growing 
more conservative every day and are be- 
coming more satisfied. There would be 
little trouble throughout the Islands but 
for the coming presidential election In 
this country. Agulnaldo and his lieu- 
tftnantsare hanging on in wild and moun- 
tainous places in northern Luzon, hop- 
ing that the result of the presidential 
election may change the attitude of this 
country. They get newspapers from the 
United States and keep thoroughly 
posted as to what is going on here. 
When their hope is unfulfilled I look for 
a complete collapse of the opposition to 
the authority of this country. Aaamat- 
ter o£ fact, there Is comparatively little 
opposition now. When 1 left the Philip- 
pines, Agulnaldo was in the mountains 
with about 250 puns. He was on the run 
nil the time. When our troops were not 
close on his trail and fighting him he was 
being pursued by the'mountain natives. 
This was In one of the few parts ol 
Luzon not then under complete control 
by us. This control, however, was far 
mnr^ romplptf than it ever was under 
the Spanish regime. In some of the isl- 
nnds there is practically no trouble. Our 
troops have covered the entire Islands, 
which waa never done ny Spain. Tht 
harvesting of the crops will aid in briny- 
Ing about a more conservative feeling.

Professor Barton on the geographical 
and typographical characteristics of 
Berkshire.

The past few days has been flne wen- 
ther for hunting as there has' been but 
little •n-ind and as the woods are dry 
squirrels can be heard at work at a 
great distance which is an' advantage 
to the hunter. The new laws regard - 
<ine the shooting of partridge is a very 
sa'Ssfactory one to the sportsmen of 
this town.,as roost of them go out for 
the sport of hunting, and not v-itli the 
Intention of selling their game. 
tl has been suggested that one* more 


change be made 
in the 
law which 


seems to be a very reasonable one, and 
that is to change the date o£ the 
squirrel time from the middle ot Sep- 
tember to the dnte when the law i: oft 
qn partridge, which Is Oct. 1. It is a 
difficult task for a man who Is out 
huntirtg: for squirrel to resist the temp- 
tation of shooting a. partridge, if 
a 


good shot is thrown in their way. A 
man may have no intentions o£ vio- 
lating the law when he starts out for 
equirrel. but it is acknowledged by 
the best of sportsmen, who have a 
deal t>f respect for the. game laws, 
that it Is hard to resist tfce temptation 
of shootinS a bird when a good shot is 
offered, 
and It is believed that the 


temptation gets the best 'of many uS.

Tribune. Though detectives profess to 
Believe that lioldiug up ot tnilus Is an 
Industry -that IB rapidly going out of 
fashion, the nieii who make robbery a 
profession do not t>eem to be in accord 
with'their views. 


Within the lust year five express con 


were looted, and tbe robbers secured 
$"6,760. This IB the loss us estimated 
by express companies, but it Is a tinted 
fact that officials of carrier companies 
are olwriys Inclined to withhold tbe 
real figures, so as to discourage future 
attempts. 
In the same period of a, 


year one express company has suffered 
a loss of $21,000 by packages which 
disappeared whjle in transit.. Passen- 
gers on two trains and one stage line 
were relieved of money and valuables.

It is 


there only, of all the eastern- states at 
least, that one can find the nearest 
approach to the forest prime" "aL It is 
In that state also that the laws govern- 
ing tbe sport have' reached their fullest 
development, giving everybody a fair- 
er show, even If the restrictions seem 
at times annoying. 


Maine will again this fall be a pleas- 


ure ground for thousands of sportsmen 
from Massachusetts, New York and 
even the far western states, and that 
there will be plenty of room for them 
and plenty of game goes without say- 
ing. Few people who have not visited 
Maine realize Its immense proportions. 
The northern* portion of ^ the state Is 
one vast wilderness, greater In area 
than Vermont and New Hampshire 
combined, and this is the natural horse 
for deer and moose. This big tract is 
owned by lumbermen, who, in return 
for the protection afforded by the state 
laws, submit to the enforcement of 
game laws by the state, so that the 
whole area Is one large preserve to 
vhich sportsmen from out of the state 
are welcome as long as they conform 
to the laws regulating the hunting. 
Washington county has also developed 
Snto a grout hunting region. 


The Maine deer Is a hardy animal 


and" one which- Increases rapidly from 
natural causes. It has been. -said on 
good authority that the deer In Maine 
propagate more rapidly than they 
could possibly bo killed by hunters 
using legitimate methods. The Maine 
deer is iuui;U iJU'goi: t'aiiii tlio spcciE-a 
to be found in the southern states, the 
bucks oftentimes weighing 275 pounds 
and in sonic cases 50 pounds more than

Some Interesting Pacta • Fr»m Dr. 


Trne's Yea* Book. 


Dr. A. C. ,-True, director ot the office 


of experiment stations, ha& written for 
the agricultural year''book almost in- 
teresting" account of the organization 
of agricultural 'societies In this coun- 
try. ..The-drst society o£ ftiis character, 
according to Dr. True, was founded ID 
Philadelphia, at ttmt time the national 
capital, In 1735, and its membership 
comprised such men fls George W,ash- 
ington. Benjamin Franklin and Tim- 
othy Pickering.* The movement spread 
rapidly south- and north along the 
fringe of Atlantic coast communities 
then constituting the United States. 


In 3804 Dr. Thornton, tbe first' Unit- 


ed States commissioner of patents, pro- 
posed that agricultural.fairs should'be 
hold in the city of Washington on mar- 
ket flays, after the English fashion. 
The idca^was eagerly .taken up by the 
citizens and municipal authorities, and 
•the rjrst fair was Held In October of 
that year. It was such a decided sue-' 
cess that two others were hejd in the 
succeeding years, after which, how- 
ever, they were discontinued. 


Dr. True traces the growth of these 


societies down to the time when con- 
gress toolc them under its protection 
and then tells.the story of their devel- 
opment under more favorable aus- 
pices. In the course of his paper Dr. 
True pays a _ tribute to the late Sena- 
tor Morrill, who was known' as the fa- 
ther of the agricultural colleges. 


"It was fortunate," says Dr. TITO 


"that at the very critical period for 
the rfovement during that year "the 
national leader who sought to crystal- 
lize the growing demand of the people 
for technical education into an act of 
congress, endowing colleges for thla 
purpose in every state of the Union, 
was a man of broad views and large 
practical scBse, willing to draw his 
measure ou comprehensive, lines and 
leave future experience to wort out 
successful results, oven through, many 
tribulations and great risk of fatal 
bungling. 
Ithls man was Jiisjln S. 


Morrill of Vermont, .who, having by 
his own efforts 'risen to success in mer- 
cantile and agricultural pursuits in tbe 
midst of a hardworking but Intelli- 
gent and progressive community, hod 
come to congress in the prime of life, 
with an open mind toward every 
measure which promised to widen the 
opportunities and Increase the welfare 
of the masses and had in it the prom- 
ise of attaining practical results by 
businesslike methods." 


Sixty-four colleges. It seems, under 


the provisions of the govern! laws on 
the subject, are In operation in the sev- 
eral Btalf:n an,l {en-Stories. Of these all 
except four maintain courses In ^agrl- 
culture. lu 14 states there are separate 
Institutions for the white and colored 
students. 
All of .the institutions are 


brought- together to constitute a na- 
tional system of higher education in 
the sciences and Industries through the 
Association of American Agricultural 
Colleges and Experiment Stations, the 
office of expcrlmorit stations at the de- 
partment of agriculture and tho bureau 
of rdncutlou ot the durartuH-ut of the 
Interior.

East Battles street, by John Bordman, 
Jr., captain of Company G, 26th U. S. 
volunteer Infantry, and was written 
July 12. from Taninay, Panay, P. I. 
The letter: 
"Dear Madam— It is with the most 


profound grief that I have 
to an- 


nounce to you the death of Private 
John Culllnane of Company G, 2Gth IT. 
S. volunteer Infantry. He was killed 
instantly while most gallantly charg- 
ing the Insurgents at Manadaan, yes- 
terday. His loss ia a heavy one to us 
and you can feel that we all feel a sor- 
row -which can only be second to your 
own. Whole souled and large-hearted 
'he was beloved by all. Ever ready and 
without fear, none could be braver 
than he. At Agaarab, April 18, 1900, lie, 
with one other, volunteered to enter 
with me the enemy's town and burn 
the houses under their fire. For this T 
recommended him for a certificate of 
merit . for 
distinguished gallantry. 


May God help you as well as us to 
bear his loss."

Raise Funds 


A NOTED VIOLINIST ENGAGED 


Plan ol Dr. Gadsby to tasitt Drury 


Graduates to Higher Education. 


Mutical Event to be Under 


Auspices of High School 


Miss Leonora Jackson, 
the 
noted 


young- violiniste, will appear with her 
select company at the Richmond thea- 
tre Wednesdny evening, the 24th, un- 
der the auspices of the Drury high 
school. 


The appearance of Miss Jackson and 


her company is anticipated as a mu- 
sical event of the Srst importance in 
this community, but. ory.ond this, it 
will be accepted &B the practical be- 
ginning of a project that should be 
carried at once to successful comple- 
tion. 


While the musical, event referred to 


is to be under the auspices of the high 
school, under it most fully, the idea un- 
derlying it is that of Dr. Gadsby. prin- 
cipal of the high school, to found a 
scholarship for a deserving, capable 


I anS needy graduate of Drury. The ex- 


perience of the past has proven that 
much good material has, from force 
of material circumstances, been com- 
pelled to pause at the en5 of the hi.erh 
school course and renounce all • hopp 
to a college education. This 
exue- 


nencs has influenced L»i. <Jads"ov, with 
the support of the whole liigh school 
and prominent citizens, to adopt some 
means whereby, a(%least, one deserving 
pupil or graduate may, in each year, 
ba given a start towards 
a. hither 


education. 


It has seeme3 best to make the be- 


ginning by offering a public entertain- 
ment of the highest class, trusting- to 
.the patronage of such entertainment 
to yield returns equal to affording the 
scholarship start contemplated. 
The 


hope is that so -worthy an object will 
command more substantial and more 
certain returns in the future. 


The awarding of the scholarship is 


to be governed by ability and need. 
And this awarding Is to be left to the 
judgment of competent and unbiased 
persons. The project marks a new 
epoch in the history of Drury. It is 
to be said that girls and boys will be 
equally reserved as competitors for the 
scholarship. 


Of Miss Jackson it Js said: 
"For the first time in the history of 


music in Amerca, an American violin- 
ist has been soloist for the Boston 
symphony orchestra on one of its toura 
Tjpnn Leonora Jackson, a girl of 20 
years, this distinction has been con- 
ferred. 
She had already had a phe- 


nomenal career abroad and had played 
with the greatet orchestral organiza- 
tions of Europe. After she returned to 
her native country last January, she 
made Ser debut with the New York 
philharmonic 
society: then, among 


other engagements, she played with 
the Chicago, Cincinnati, Pittsburg and 
St. T^ouis symphony orchestras, and 
finally, as a crowning achievement, 
Miss Jackson appeared eight times 
with Mr. Gericke's forces—twfce in 
Boston, and on their last tournee, once 
each in New York. Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn, Baltimore, Fall River and Provi- 
dence.
